Increase in Army and 
Navv Funds Forecast

NCREASE of the present “limiting 

figures” of the Bureau of the Budget 
on appropriations for the Army and 
Navy for the next fiscal year is forecast, 
if no reduction from the existing 
strength is contemplated. 

Army and Navy experts say that ad- 
herence to the administration program 
of “No reduction in our armed forces” 
will require removal of the tentative re- 
strictions and the 1928 appropriations as 
finally approved by the budget will have 
to be slightly in excess of the funds 
available for the current fiscal year. 

No Final Action Taken Yet. 

It must be borne in mind that no final 
action has been taken though both serv- 
ices have been instructed to submit esti- 
mates predicated on figures, approxi- 
mately $315,000,000 for the Navy and 
$265,000,000 for the Army, which repre- 
sent the budget’s allotment to the Na- 
tional Defense. Explanations for the 
need of more money, howeve’, accom- 
panied the revised estimates and it is 
now “Up to General Lord.” The way 
is clear for him, after careful scrutiny 
of the departmental figures, to make 
such adjustments in the tentative “limit- 
ing figures” as may be necessary to 
maintain next year a standing Army of 
118,750 men and a Navy approximating 
Treaty strength. 

Both branches of the Service have 
made a strong case of the impossibility 
of maintaining, under the limitations 
fixed by the budget, either the Army or 
the Navy on their present status should 
the budget adhere to figures it has set. 
In the case of the Army the temporary 
reduction of 8,000 men in the Army’s 
enlisted strength, it is argued, would be 
made permanent. Further than that, un- 
less a supplemental estimate is sub- 
mitted to provide for the increases in 
the Air Corps under the terms of the 
Five-Year Air bill and part of these in- 
creases have to be absorbed by the 
Regular Army, the reduction, it is de- 
clared, will be infinitely greater than 
this 8,000. 

Navy Situation Similar. 

_A very similar situation exists in the 
Navy, it being impossible to maintain 
the 18 battleships of the Treaty Navy 
and the other warships now in commis- 
Sion, and at the same time add the Sara- 
toga and Lexington to the fleet with the 
approximately $315,000,000 allotted by 
the budget. 

No charge has been made that the 
budget is cutting down the Army ap- 
propriation as it is known that the limit- 
ing figure is approximately the amount 
provided for the present fiscal year. 
What did happen was that the estimates, 
carefully pruned down, finally submitted 
by the War Department were consid- 
erably in excess of this limit and the cut 
Sought by the budget was in these 
estimates. 

Increased Funds Necessary. 

In view of the conditions which have 
made necessary a reduction of the en- 
listed strength to 110,900 men in lieu 
of the 118,750 recognized strength, it 
obviously will be impossible to keep an 
army of that size next year on the same

President Not = Army Cut

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE does not con- 

template any reduction in the com- 
missioned or enlisted personnel of the 
United States Army and Navy. In his 
view, the figure of 11,749 officers and 
118,750 men constitutes the military 
force essential for National Defense. As 
to the Navy, its strength at the present 
time meets with his approval. 

The Army and Navy Journal takes 
pleasure in giving this reassuring news 
to the Services. In connection with the 
stoppage of Army recruiting, necessi- 
tated by lack of funds, and the conse- 
quent curtailment of the enlisted force 
to 110,900 men, it may be stated no or- 
der to this end was issued by the Presi- 
dent. Indeed, he was ignorant of it, 
except to the extent that he was aware 
that for necessary purposes it might be 
necessary to obtain money through the 
cessation of recruiting for a time. But 
this was purely a temporary expedient 
and had no relation to the determination 
of the size of the Army, which, as the 
War Department has informed the Chief 
Executive, is to be kept at the 118,750 
figure. Moreover, in connection with the 
curtailment of the forces directed by the 
War Department, it is known the Presi- 
dent last year approved estimates for 
the present fiscal year which he was as- 
sured would take care of the Army of 
the size he deems adequate. It now ap- 
pears that the estimates of the War De- 
partment were below those which experi- 
ence shows to be necessary. 

Why Has Ration Cost Increased? 

The claim that the cost of rations has 
been increased, advanced as a reason for 
lack of funds to support the Army, is 
looked upon as surprising in view of the 
fact that there has been no rise in the 
cost of living. This is a matter regarded 
as worthy of inquiry. Moreover, it would 
be interesting to know why the cost of 
the Navy ration is so much larger than 
that of the Army ration. It is well 
known that the President from the be- 
ginning of his Administration has in- 
sisted that the Army and Navy be well 
fed. He has been assured this is the 
case. He will require the same com- 
missariat care in the future. Not only 
is this a part of the Government’s con- 
tract with the enlisted personnel, but it 
is an important factor in the main- 
tenance of morale. With respect to the 
further claim that the moneys appro- 
priated were curtailed by the increase 





Navy Tour at Asiatic 
Station Is Extended 


“EFFECTIVE on December, 1926, 

length of cruises on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion for officers below the rank of com- 
mander and enlisted personnel will be 
two and a half years.” 

The above dispatch sent to the Com- 
mander in Chief, Asiatic Fleet, on Octo- 
ber 5, marks a change in policy which, 
recommended by Rear Admiral W. R. 
Shoemaker, was approved by Secretary 
Wilbur on October 4. 

At present the two-year cruise in the 
Asiatic prevails and this extension of six 
months is made for several reasons, the 
principal one being the saving effected 
in the transportation charges, which 
will be curtailed one fifth. 

Another factor taken into considera- 
tion was the fact that the junior officers 
are scheduled for three years of sea duty 
and the two-year cruises in the Asiatic 
complicate the problem of their assign- 
ment to duty. ° 





of pay of retired officers and the pro- 
motion of field clerks to warrant rank, 
it was assumed that the estimates took 
care of contingencies. In any case, the 
President felt that there were ample 
funds provided for the maintenance of 
the Army of the strength for which fig- 
ures were submitted. 
Economy Paramount Problem. 

The President believes the paramount 
problem comprises economy in Govern- 
ment expenditures.» During the coming 
session of Congress, a proposal will be 
made for the expenditure of $25,000,000 
for public buildings and $50,000,000 for 
river and harbor improvements. All such 
projects must be regarded from the point 
of view of their necessity and desira- 
bility, and anything which militates 
against a sound condition of the Treas- 
ury will be opposed. One of the heavy 
obligations of the Government is Na- 
tional Defense. During ‘the past six 
years, there has been spent for this pur- 
pose a total of approximately $4,000,- 
000,000. This fact is something to cause 
the President to pause and to consider 
very carefully all estimates presented in 
behalf of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. He entertains the view that fur- 
ther economies can be effected and par- 
ticularly that the practice of putting in 
special estimates for items of a very 
minor character, items which can be ob- 
tained through methods and efforts ob- 
served in any well organized and reg- 
ulated business establishment, can be 
avoided. In other words, the President 
firmly believes that many small sav- 
ings can be made, which, in the aggre- 
gate, would amount to large totals. 

Aeronatutics to Be Promoted. 

The President is deeply interested in 
aeronautics and intends to promote them 
in every proper way. He is in favor of 
sufficient funds to take care of the air 
branches of the Army and Navy and to 
facilitate the work of the Department 
of Commerce. He is satisfied that the 
air laws passed, as a result of the pains- 
taking investigation made by the Mor- 
row Board, meet the requirements of the 
country, and he is depending upon the 
Secretaries of the several departments 
to enforce them. 

At this time particularly, the President 
has noted that reports are circulated that 
the Army is to be reduced and that a 
foreign power contemplates attacking 
the United States. There is no founda-

Army Training Plans 
For 1927 Announced 


HROUGH the courtesy of The Adju- 

tant General’s Office of the Army 
and the War Department Press Bureau, 
we are enabled to publish below an ad- 
vanced copy of the new Training Direc- 
tive for calendar year of 1927, just com- 
piled. 

The new order, which is one of the 
most important of its kind ever issued, 
establishes training methods along the 
most progressive lines for the Regular 
Army, National Guard, Reserves, Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps and Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps. 

The first object will be the develop- 
ment of companies, troops and batteries 
to the standard of disciplinary and basic 
(tactical) training worthy of being con- 
sidered the model for the Army of the 
United States. Training must be con- 
ducted on less theoretical and along more 
practical lines. Greater latitude must 


be left to the camp commander, and ™ 


training will be decentralized, and the 
initiative of younger officers must be de- 
veloped. 

The order, among other things, deals 
with organization and training, the par- 
ent system, minimum cadre system, dis- 


| ciplinary training, training of the in- 


dividual, development of instructors, tac- 

tical training, combined training, ete. 

No unit of the Regular Army will de- 
vote more than two months to the train- 
ing of other components. 

The following is the letter of Maj. 
Gen. Robert C. Davis, The Adjutant 
General, relative to the new training 
system, and General Order 21, prescrib- 
ing the methods of training to be fol- 
lowed: 

WAR DEPARTMENT | 
The Adjutant General’s Office 
Washington, Oct. 7, 1925. 
Subject: War Department Training Di- 
rective, Calendar Year 1927. 

TO: Commanding Generals of all Corps 
Areas and Departments, Commanding 
General, District of Washington, the 
Commandants of the General Service 
Schools, the Superintendent of the 
United States Military Academy, and 
the Chiefs of all War Department 
Branches and Bureaus. 

The training during the Training Year 
1927 of the Army of the United States, 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps, 
will be conducted in accordance with 
General Order No. 21, Training for 1927, 
in addition to the following directions: 
Training Plans for the Training Year 

1927. 

Training plans will be formulated with 
the object of simplifying the work of 
the Army of the United States in both 
administrative duties and in the conduct 
of training. 

The Regular Army. 

The summer training camp period 
devoted by any unit of the Regular 
Army to the training of other com- 
ponents will not exceed two (2) months. 
This period will be specified in the train. 
ing programs. No provision will be 
made in training programs of Regular 
Army units to conduct training of re- 
serve units as such during the ten (10) 
months of the Regular Army period. 

The National Guard. 

a. Corps Area Commanders will care- 
fully examine the training programs of 
National Guard organizations and will 
approve only such of them as conform 
to approve training policies as indicated 
in the National Guard Training Direc. 
tive. They will keep themselves fully 
informed as to the progress of training

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Growing Concern Shown by Editors as to Eventualities in China 





HE situation in China, confused by the continuous revolution, and the attacks 

upon British merchantmen and the American Gunboat El Cano, are becoming 
more and more a topic of discussion by American editors. The editorial mind has 
been somewhat clarified by an illuminating article published by the New York 
Herald-Tribune as a contribution from the pen of Rear Admiral- Bradley A. Fiske, 
U. S. N., retired. It is conceded that Admiral Fiske’s views are sound and worthy 
of careful consideration—a judgment based upon his long experience as a naval 
officer and the knowledge of international affairs which he possesses. Admiral 
Fiske anticipates an increase in the antiforeign feeling in China, clashes resulting 
in bloodshed, and international difficulties arising from such clashes. He sees a 
relation of the Philippines to the Chinese problem, points out the “almost incredible 


and useless folly” which inspired our agreement during the Washington conference © 


not to improve the fortifications of the Islands, an act which, he asserts, permits 
our retention of them only so long as Japan wills. 


Moreover, Admiral Fiske, arguing that Japan and Great Britain thoroughly 
understood each other in the Washington negotiations, entertains the conviction 
that British difficulties would vanish if a war could be precipitated between the 
United States and the Far Eastern Empire, since it would restore to Great Britain 
her ordinary sea trade and enable her to build up her manufacturing and ship build- 
ing industries. The author further indicates the terrible consequences of a blockade 
of America, possible, as he shows through a combination of nations. And combina- 
tion of nations against nations have numerous historic precedents, the latest being 
manifest in the World War. 


NLY a short time has elapsed since the world amusedly read the newspaper re- 
ports of Chinese troops, drawn up in battle array, being called off from going 
into action because of rain, which fact called forth many humorous editorials on the 
advantage of equipping Chinese soldiers with umbrellas. Since that time the press 
has kept a more or less interested public informed of the struggles for supremacy 
going on between the Army of the North, headed by General Wu Pei Fu, and the 
Army of the South, known as the “Peoples’ Army,” because of the radical character 
of its components and its antiforeign spirit, and also as the “Red Army,” because of 
its supposed financial backing by Moscow. But there has been a quickening of public 
interest in Chinese affairs since the spisode recently which took place in the Yang-tse 
River when two British merchantmen were captured by Chinese and several British 
naval officers and men were killed when British gunboats went to the rescue of the 
crew of the merchantmen. During the melee Chinese artillery from both the North 
and South Armies fired upon the British from the banks of the river. In reprisal, 
the British bombarded Wanhsien. The American gunboat El] Cano has also been 
fired upon. 

While editors concede that it was inevitable that foreign craft plying on the 
Yang-tse, which is one of the greatest commercial waterways of the world, would be 
naturally targets more or less of the machine gun play of the opposing armies, they 
also concede that a very dangerous international slant has been given to what has 
been until now only civil war. They feel that, given the chaotic state of China with 
no central and responsible government, added to the pronounced and growing anti- 
foreign feeling, and the well known policy of the British government that its na- 
tionals must be protected at all hazards, the situation is tense and may lead to 
almost any eventuality. 


AN Associated Press dispatch from London expressed British policy as follows: 

“The British Government is prepared to take steps to recover by force the two 
merchant vessels held by General Yang Sen’s men on the Yang-tse River unless they 
are immediately surrendered, it is intimated in official quarters.” 

An Associated Press dispatch headed Shanghai reads as follows: 

“The Toho News Agency reports from Peking that General Yang Sen, com- 
mander of North Chinese troops at Wanhsien, has advised that he anticipates 
trouble between Sze Chaun troops and a second British naval expedition which is 
reported proceeding toward Wanhsien to renew efforts to release two British 
steamers held there by Chinese. 

“General Yang Sen announces his intention to fight to a finish.” 

In the meantime the world sits on the side lines and holds its breath. 

The Providence Tribune (Independent), commenting on the British-Chinese en- 
counter on the Yang-tse, says: 

“It happens that the army which attacked the British is the one to which the 
British Government is friendly. The British are reluctant to take drastic action, in 
the first place because China has learned military lessons since the days when 
British boats recklessly shot up helpless natives, and second, because there is a fear 
that outside action may force a conciliation between the two warring factions and 
lead to a joint attack against the foreigners. 

“The significant feature of the unfortunate outbreak is that the Chinese, after 
taking the blows of the foreigners for many years with resignation, are now fight- 
ing back, and what it may lead to depends upon the attitude of the outside Powers. 
The Cantonese army has captured the important port of Hankow and is driving the 
army of Wu Pei Fu in front of it. If the Canton army should turn on the foreigner 
serious trouble may be expected.” 


HE Boston Herald (Republican), sees no “narrowing of the conflict in 

Larger forces and fiercer fighting threaten to produce one of the country's 
greatest civil wars.” 

Speaking particularly of the Yang-tse episode it says: 

“There may have been stray bullets to begin with, but there seems to 
been then some deliberate sniping, followed by the much more serious affair up the 
River Wanhsien, in which the aggressors were a body of Wu’s men, commanded by 
General Yang Sen, 

“This is a deplorable affair, that makes confusion worse confounded. All 
eign ships being targets, the United States gunboat E] Cano has been struck 
times by bullets near Hankow.” 

The Baltimore Sun (Democratic), remarks that it is most natural that the 
British, the most deeply interested in Yang-tse commerce and also the most disliked 
of foreigners in China, should be the first victims. It further says: 

“If there is anything certain about the Chinese situation, it is that the people 
of Great Britain, France, Italy or America are not going to tolerate a full-fledged 
war with that country because property and even lives are endangered through the 
civil chaos there. This is not merely because it is well understood abroad that many 
foreigners in China have invited reprisals through their aggressive and overbearing 
attitude. A more cogent reason is that any war with modern China, which has no 
government and 2,000,000 soldiers thoroughly competent in fighting, would be a 
very different thing from the skirmishes of the last century. It might easily unite 
the Chinese. * * *

The Comptroller Gen- 
eral has ruled that if an officer is de- 
layed longer than 72 hours while mak- 
ing a continuous voyage by air, that he 
is not entitled to any reimbursement 
during such delay, unless the delay was 
due to the necessity of repairs to aerial 
equipment or inclement weather condi- 
tions. 

The above regulations and decision, it 
is pointed out by Air Officers, works to 
their great disadvantage, as at present 
in numerous cases they are out of 
pocket. 

For example, while the 
maximum of daily expenses is fixed by 
law at $8, under existing interpretations 
the 24-hour day is divided into 4 six-hour 
periods each with a $2 maximum. Thus 
for an aerial journey under orders com- 
pleted between 6 a. m. and 6 p. m., in- 
volving in most cases at least one meal 
and transportation to and from the land 
field at the destination the maximum 
reimbursement which could be claimed 
is $4. 

Again, should an officer be ordered on 
temporary duty traveling by air away 
from his home station any delay en 
route in excess of 3 days has been held 
to break the continuity of the flight 
and to deprive the officer of claim for 
actual and necessary expense during 
such delay. 

Air Officers Always Behind. 

In the operation of the mileage system 
an officer sometimes gains, sometimes 
loses. In the long run it averages up. 
But in the system now in force with

would make it unnecessary for officers 
traveling by air to be bothered with the 
procuring of various receipts from taxi 
drivers, hotels and others, and would put 
them on a par with officers of other 
branches of the Service.

The board consists of Hon. Hanford 
MacNider, Assistant Secretary of War; 
Hon. F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War for Air, and Major Gen. 
John L. Hines, Chief of Staff. 

It is understood that several thousand 
suggestions or complaints from officers 
relative to alleged injustices on the pro- 
motion list have been received, and these 
involve colonels down to and including 
lieutenants. The majority of the com- 
plaints, it is understood, come from the 
lower ranks. 

The work of classifying the numerous 
letters received into groups was done by 
officers of the General Staff G-I, who 
spent months in their work, studying into 
the various and involved contentions and 
suggestions. 

Difficult to Satisfy All. 

It is generally conceded that no pro- 
motion scheme can be devised or recom- 
mended that will eliminate all alleged 
injustices, and the General Staff has 
pointed out in the past that to satisfy 
one group of officers would work to the 
disadvantage of other groups. It will 
be the aim of the board to strike a happy 
medium among the contending groups 
if such a procedure is possible. 

One of the great difficulties of the 
promotion list is that a great number of 
officers came in the Army at approxi- 
mately the same age and at the same 
time as a result of the World War. 

Some of the Contentions. 

Some officers advocate the arrange- 
ment of originally appointed captains 
and lieutenants among themselves in 
their respective grades, making relative 
rank among officers of the same grade 
and date of commission, follow the pro- 
motion list standing. This would “avoid 
the undesirable reversals of relative rank 
due to the operation of the present 





service, new provisional second lieuten- 
ants were credited with all their com- 
missioned service in the National Guard 
or Reserve Corps. Most of these were 
credited with the commissioned service 
they had between Aug. 15, 1917, and Oc- 
tober 26, 1917, less than 3 months, but 
representative it is claimed of 10 years’ 
difference on the promotion list. 

The complaint of those who passed 
examination for provisional appointment 
in the Regular Army in 1917 is that 
having been given a definite place on the 
promotion list as _ provisional second 
lieutenants ahead of those who only be- 
came Regular Army officers months 
after July, 1917, the former were dis- 
placed and newer provisional officers 
were placed hundreds of files ahead on 
the promotion list. 

The opinions of all general officers of 
the line, it is understood, were asked 
relative to changes thought to be ad- 
visable to the promotion list. 

Retired Officers. 

In addition to making recommenda- 
tions to Congress regarding the promo- 
tion list, the board will, it is thought, 
also make recommendations regarding 
inequalities of officers on the retired list. 

In connection with the consideration 
of the retirement law, it is known that 
Secretary of War Davis is opposed to 
the present 30-year retirement law and 
its elimination may be recommended by 
the board. 

It is considered unlikely that any bill 
will be passed during the next short ses- 
sion, but that hearings and considera- 
tion of the recommendations of thé 
House Military Committee will consume 
the months of December and January 
next, and that it will be after that date 
before a bill covering the matter will 
be introduced.

taken to stem the downward curve and 
recruiting will be conducted so as to 
maintain an average, though a fluctuat- 
ing strength, of 110,900 men. 

Until the publication last week by 
the Army and Navy Journal, in con- 
nection with the announcement that re- 
cruiting had been stopped temporarily, 
that funds available for the fiscal year 
made a reduction, from the recognized 
strength of 118,750 men, of 8,000 men 
necessary, the general impression pre- 
vailed that the strength of the U. 5S. 
Army was approximately that which 
Congress, theoretically at least, had pro- 
vided for, 118,750 men. 

To Stay at 110,900. 

It is now learned that under the cur- 
rent appropriations it will be necessary 
to keep the average down to 110,900 
men and official explanations leave a 
large “Why?” 

While in part the necessity for 
the drastic reduction has been explained 
by the official statement of Oct. 1, and 
further explanation is found in the fact 
that the daily ration cost, estimated at 
33 cents per diem is actually over 35 
cents, there is still a difference  be- 
tween the shortage and these added ex- 
penditures which is causing much dis- 
cussion throughout the service. 

Investigation May Be Ordered. 

Speculation is heard as to the pos- 

sibility that an official investigation will 
be ordered to ascertain why an Army 
averaging a strength throughout the 
year of only 110,900 men can be main- 
tained when an appropriation measure 
providing for an average pay strength of 
118,750 men was passed by the last Con- 
gress. Even should this not materialize, 
lively sessions are anticipated when the 
military affairs committee begin their 
hearings this fall. 
_ One criticism heard in service circles 
is that representations should have been 
made to Congress after the passage of 
the Army Appropriation bill that the 
subsequent legislation effecting the 
army’s pay could not be carried out 
without impairment of the strength of 
the Army as fixed by Congress. 

Having definitely approved in theory 
the limit of 118,750 men as the “lowest 
margin of safety” it is expected that the 
committees will want to know whether 
the responsibility rests with the War- 
Department officials responsible for the 
preparation of the estimates or with 
the Budget Director.

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Navy Department Replies to 
Attack on Promotion in Staff 


HE Navy Department has answered 

an anonymous memorandum on Navy 
Staff promotions which was recently sent 
to several members of Congress and by 
them referred to the Department with re- 
quest for information. 

In a memorandum dated October 5, 
1926, wherein the Department expresses 
its views of the question and gives a com- 
plete explanation of the method used in 
computing the number of officers of the 
Medical Corps who could be selected for 
promotion under the first or “squaring 
away” election board authorized by Sec- 
tion 15 of the Act of June 10, 1926. This 
memo of the Department has been sent to 
several members of Congress for tieir 
information. 

The anonymous memorandum states: 


Anonymous Circular. 

Section 15 of the Equalization Bill for 
Promotion of Staff Officers states that 91 
per cent of those Commanders and Lieu- 
tenant Commanders of the various staff 
corps whose running mates in the line have 
been promoted to the next higher grades 
respectively, may be recommended, for pro- 
motion to the next higher grades. 

The Judge Advocate General decided that 
this did not mean what it said and was 
meant to say, but meant that the number 
of staff officers who could be promoted 
was such as would make the total number 
in each grade 91 per cent of those in the 
corresponding grades in the line. 

As a result of this decision out of 53 
commanders in the Medical Corps eligible 
for promotion, the board was allowed to 
select only 49 instead of 67 and thus 18 who 
would have selected were not. 

As a result of this decision out of 40 
comanders in the Supply Corps eligible for 
promotion, the board was allowed to select 
only 30 instead of 35 and thus 5 who should 
have ben selected were not. Out of 39 Lieu- 
tenant Commanders who were eligble for 
promotion the board was allowed to select 
only 25 instead of 35 and thus 10 who should 
have been selected were not. 

This ruling of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral has been appealed to the Attorney 
General for a decision. 

Navy Department Reply. 

A circular, the origin of which is un- 
known, but which attacks the construction 
placed by the Navy Vepartment upon Sec- 
tion 15 of the so-called Equalization Act, 
aproved June 10, 1926, has been sent to a 
number of members of Congress. Copies 


of this circular have been refered to the 
Navy Department requesting information 


concerning the points raised therein. 

After stating the law, the Navy De- 
partment says: 

The law does not say that the 
to be advanced shall be “91 per cent of 
these commanders and lieutenant com- 
manders of the various staff corps whose 


number 


running mates in the line have been pro- 
moted to the next higher grades respec- 


tievely.” as erroneously aserted in the cir- 
cular, nor does it say that the number to 
be advanced shall be “such as would make 
the total number in each grade 91 per cent 
of those in the corresponding grades in the 
line,” which the circular mistakenly claims 
to have been the Navy Department’s con- 
struction. What it actually does it to fix the 
maximum number of officers which may be 
advanced to the rank of captain in any staff 
corps by providing for a maximum num- 
ber of officers in that rank which shall be 
not exceeded except by such _ officers 
only as are additional numbers under other 
laws. It thus becomes a very simple mat- 
ter to make the required computations. All 
that is necessary is, first, to ascertain the 
maximum number of officers allowed in the 
rank of captain in the particular staff corps 
concerned; and next, to ascertain the num- 
ber of officers already in that rank; the 
difference between the two numbers will 
be the number which may be advanced to 
the rank of captain. 
Explains Computation. 

With those preliminary remarks and with 
the language of Section 15 of the Equaliza- 
tion Act before us we may now proceed to 
cite actual figures showing that, in making 
the required computations, the Secretary 
of the Navy adopted the only method which 
was possible under the law. Taking the 
Medical Corps, by way of illustration: The 
records of the Navy Department disclose 
that the number of medical officers on the 
active list in the ranks of captain and com- 
mander, excluding those who were addi- 
tional numbers in their ranks, was as fol- 
lows: 

(a) Eleven with 
running mates or 
rear admirals. 

(b) Twenty-two with rank of captain 
whose running mates or juniors thereto 
were captains who had not been recom- 
mended for promotion to rear admiral prior 
to June 10, 1926. 

(c) Fifty-three with rank of commander 
whose running mates or juniors thereto 
were captains.

Field Artillery Equipment 
Undergoing Tests In the Field 


ONE of the important features brought 

out by the Field Artillery Equip- 
ment Test Marches of ten days with the 
75-mm. gun battery, horse-drawn, was 
the necessity for over-loading practically 
all vehicles in order that the authorized 
equipment might be carried. The weather 
was such that the men needed both 
overcoat and slicker. It was found that 
the gun and camouflage equipment was 
bulky and heavy. For example, whereas 
4,800 pounds has been and still is con- 
sidered the maximum load which shall 
be put back of a caisson team, the cais- 
son fully loaded weighed over 6,000 
pounds without the men on it. The 
light wagon is badly overloaded. Cross 
country marching over varied terrain, 
including sand and marsh, also comprises 
part of the test. The Board is still 
working on this equipment proposition. 
The Field Artillery Equipment Board 
has on hand a test to modify the pres- 
ent water and ration carts making one 
two-axle cart, take the place of the 
two one-axle vehicles now issued. The 
Artillery hitch is used to draw the vehi- 
cle and the water tank is placed cross- 
wise on the carriage. In connection with 
this arrangement the limber of the 
kitchen is to be used to take the cooked 
rations from the kitchen to the battery. 
The test of the water and ration cart has 
not yet been concluded. 

A study of the vehicles used 
to carry wire, signal and observation 
equipment indicates that the light wagon 
is very unsatisfactory. The use of two 
reels in the battery in place of one 
reel and one light wagon is part of 
the test which is not yet completed. 

The test of Fordsons with the Full- 
Crawler and Hadfield-Penfield adapters 
has been recommenced and they have 
been placed on a “continuous run” pro- 
gram. During the equipment hike of 
the light battery, these tractors pulled 
single-axle loads over the same ground 
as that covered by the horse-drawn bat- 
tery with comparatively little difficulty. 

The question of type of vehicles to be 
used for carrying ammunition and other 
material in the tractor-drawn gun and 
howitzer batteries has been under con- 
sideraiton for some time.

tion for the former or the latter. The 
estimates, as stated above, will provide 
for the present strength of the Army-— 
11,749 officers and 118,750 men—and the . 
maintenance by the Navy of its existing 

status. 

It is not possible to say what action 
the President will take if it be suggested 
to him that a deficiency appropriation 
to keep up recruiting be presented to 
Congress. Mr. Coolidge is opposed to 
deficiency appropriations. It has been 
suggested that as a result of the savings 
from the stoppage of recruiting, enlist- 
ments can be stimulated after a few 
months and the Army thus brought back 
to the strength the President favors. In 
any case, it is certain the decrease in 
the enlisted force which is now under 
way is purely temporary and is not in- 
tended to establish a precedent for fur- 
ther or permanent reduction. :

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Running Mates in line for Staff, U.S. N. 





HE following table shows the line of- 

ficers who are running mates for 
staff officers appointed prior to March 
4, 1913, above the rank of lieutenant for 
promotion purposes under the Act of 
June 10, 1926. Staff officers may be as- 
signed new running mates from time to 
time based on the action of the various 
boards on selection and also in the event 
of loss for any reason. 


Rules for determining precedence of 
staff officers commissicned prior to 
March 4, 1913: 

(a) When of the same rank as their 
running mates, such staff officers take 
precedence with other line and staff offi- 
cers of the same rank from the dates 
stated in the commissions of their run- 
ning mates in said rank. 

(b) When of a rank higher than that 
held by their running mates and until 
their running mates have been selected 
for the higher rank, such staff officers 
take precedence with all other line and 
staff officers of the same rank in accord- 
ance with the date stated in the com- 
mission of the junior line officer in such 
higher rank. 

(c) When of a rank lower than that 
held by their running mates, such staff 
officers take precedence with all line and 
staff officers of the same rank in accord- 
ance with the dates stated in the com- 
missions that had been held by their 
running mates in such lower rank. 

(d) Officers of the line and staff corps 
having the same rank and the same 
date of precedence in that rank take 
precedence in the following order: (1) 
line officers, (2) medical officers, (3) offi- 
cers of the supply corps, (4) chaplains, 
(5) naval constructors, (6) civil engi- 
neers, (7) dental officers. 

(e) Staff officers hereafter assigned 
new running mates shall have, with re- 
spect to other staff officers who also 
have as their running mates the new 
running mates so assigned, the preced- 
ence held by them prior to the assign- 
ment of such new running mates.

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PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 
HE promotion this month of five lieutenant colonels of the Medical Corps, Regular 

Army (M. A. W. Shockley, T. L. Rhoads, H. L. Gilchrist, W. J. Lyster and W. N. 
Bispham) to the grade of colonel is of more than passing interest when one stops 
to consider that these are the first promotions made to that grade in the Medical 
Corps since 1918, when the World War was still in progress. Umder the old scheme 
of promotion by seniority, as determined by a fixed percentage imeach grade, these 
officers would have .been promoted long ago. 

The reason that there have been no promotions among officers of field grade in 
the Medical or Dental Corps for the past eight years is directly due to the amend- 
ment introduced into the National Defense Act in 1920, whereby the promotion of 
those officers of the Medical Department was placed on a length of service basis as 
follows: Captain after 3 years service, major after 12 years service, lieutenant 
colonel after 20 years service, and colonel after 26 years service. Among officers of 
the Army other than the Medical Department this provision does not seem to be 
generally known, and frequently surprise is expressed whenever the statement is 
made that the Medical or Dental Corps has had no promotions to colonel since the 
World War. 

Those officers who would have attained earlier promotion under the laws in effect 
prior to the amendment of 1920 have displayed a commendable spirit throughout the 
period that they have been “marking time” awaiting their promotion under the new 
scheme. Time and again The Surgeon General has voiced his appreciation of their 
attitude in this respect. Their reaction has been only another example of the 
exprit de corps that always seems to prevail in the Medical Department when per- 
sonal interests must give way to the good of the department as a whole. In the 
light of current events the wisdom of. introducing length of service promotion in 
the Medical Department is daily becoming more evident. 

Under the present scheme an officer of the Medical Department is guaranteed 
certain promotion at a definite time. The great gamble on actual and potential 
vacancies is a thing of the past. There will be no stagnation in the future. The 
reward of service has been equalized. Moreover, studies recently made by the 
Surgeon General have proven the soundness of the policy now in effect. He has 
projected forward for a period of over 40 years the results of length of service 
promotion in the case of officers of the Medical Department and finds that it will 
provide approximately the number of officers in the various grades required to carry 
on the peace-time duties of the Regular Army as far as they can now be visualized. 





CHECK-UP ON AIR SPEED RECORDS BEING SOUGHT. 

MOVEMENT has been started within service aviation circles for a more rigid 
f check-up on spectacular flights before reports on them are made public. From 
time to time stories have appeared of record-breaking flights, one speed record after 
another going by the board, until, aviation authorities feel, the public is led to ex- 
pect even more than the phenomenal development of airplanes warrants. One bad 
effect of such exaggerated ideas is, in the opinion of the aviation authorities, the 
impression created in Congress. 

For instance, it is pointed out that when representations are made to the com- 
mittees of the need for developing of a certain type of fast plane and figures of the 
standard performance of types on hand are cited, references will be made to some 
particular flight made under ideal conditions which is far in excess of what can 
normally be expected as the “day in and day out” performance of that type of ship. 

It is now proposed that an even more rigid timing system be maintained and 
official records kept both at the starting field and at the landing point, as well as 
statistics showing weather conditions, direction of the wind, and other contributing 
factors. 





WAR DEPARTMENT CHANGES ARMY SCHOOLS’ REGULATIONS. 
THE WAR DEPARTMENT announced a change in Army Regulations 350-5 relat- 
ing to schools as follows: 3. Schools. h. The Naval War College, foreign 
military schools, civil schools, and industrial establishments. 

(1) (Courses for commissioned officers). By agreement with the authorities 
concerned a few selected commissioned officers of the Army attend the regular 
courses at the Naval War College and at various foreign military schools. 

(2) (Courses for commissioned officers and enlisted men). Under the provi- 
sions of section 127a, National Defense Act, as amended by the act of June 8, 1926, 
not to exceed 2 per centum of the commissioned officers and one-half of 1 per 
centum of the enlisted men of the Regular Army in any one year may be detailed: 
(a) As students at such technical, professional, and other educational institutions, or 
(b) As students, observers, or investigators at such industrial plants, hospitals, and 
other places as shall be best suited to enable such officers or enlisted men to acquire 
a knowledge of or experience in the specialties in which it is deemed necessary that 
such officers or enlisted men shall perfect themselves. 

Under the appropriation act for the fiscal year of 1927, approved April 15, 1926, 
provision is made for the payment of tuition fees for not to exceed 50 student officers 
of the Corps of Engineers at civil technical institutions, in addition to the quota al- 
lowed them from the 2 per cent of all commissioned officers authorized in 127a 
amended National Defense Act. 





REFORM IN G. C. M. OF ENLISTED MEN NEEDED. 

( NE important feature of Army administration which needs to be corrected in 

the opinion of officers generally is that relating to court-martial of enlisted 
men. The General Court-Martial procedure now in vogue was prescribed by Con- 
gress in the Act of 1920. Officers universally condemn this act, which, it is claimed, 
is very harmful to military discipline. The disciplinary powers of commanding offi- 
cers under the 104th Article of War, and that of Summary Courts, under the 14th 
Article of War, it is held, should be extended, and the formal preliminary investi- 
gation now required by the 70th Article of War, it is argued, should be eliminated 
in some cases for minor courts. 

Under the 104th Article of War the power of punishment granted a command- 
ing officer is so limited as to be no real deterrent. Many of the soldiers are un- 
disciplined young boys. Under the former custom in the Army delinquent men 
could be given adequate punishment for the first offense, and be brought into an 
attitude of respect for his commanding officer. Under the present Article of War 
these delinquent youths now well know if they want to go absent without leave 
for two or three days, all the commanding officer can do in the way of punishment 
is to restrict them for a week, and many: of the men are entirely willing to stand 
this. The net result is that instead of forming the habit of obedience the habit of 
disobedience is formed among many men. 

It is natural under these conditions that this virus exists throughout a com- 
mand and young men of normally good intentions fall into careless habits. The 
more careless men become repeated offenders and the commanding officer is finally 
forced to put them in the guard house. It is well known in the Army that once a 
man is court-martialed and confined he is started on the down path, and so this 
court-martial law, written to protect these young soldiers, results in putting them 
into the intimate company of hardened offenders. Many of them are influenced by 
the rank criminal minds of older men and they naturally become hardened, 





NAVY AVIATION LOSES LIGHTER-THAN-AIR EXPERT. 
[ELUSTRATING once more the futility of the Government’s trying to keep it@ 
civilian experts on the small salaries provided, as compared to the compensation 
paid in the commercial fields, the announcement is made that Starr Truscott, since 
the creation in 1921 of the Bureau of Aeronautics the assistant for lighter-than-air, 
will leave the department on October 20. Fortunately for service aviation Mr. 
Truscott is going to the National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics, where his 

technical skill and advice will still be available in an advisory capacity. 
Recognized as possibly the foremost lighter-than-air engineer in this country, 
Mr. Truscott, as a designer of the Shenandoah, played a stellar role in the construc- 
tion of the first rigid airship built in this country and is a recognized authority on 
airship construction. He is an ardent advocate of lighter-than-air ships and was 
expected to figure again prominently in the construction of the two new giant 

dirigibles authorized by Congress, but not yet appropriated for. 











ARMY ENLISTED MEN MUST ACCEPT SUBSISTENCE. 
|NDER a decision of the Chief of Finance relative to the payment of monetary 
allowance of rations to enlisted men who are ordered temporarily from their 
station to a station where the issue of rations in kind can be made, an elisted man 
in such status may not refuse to accept such subsistence in lieu of the monetary 
allowance. It has been directed that all officers under whom enlisted men entitled 
to monetary allowance of rations are serving, will instruct such men that when 
absent temporarily at a station where the issue of rations in kind can be made, 
they will not be entitled to the monetary allowance, but will be required to be sub- 
sisted at designated messes if messes are established to furnish them subsistence. 
These instructions refer particularly to those men who normally are on a 
monetary allowance of rations and who, during the summer months or at other 
times, are sent to camps of instruction for duty with the C. M. T. C., O. R..C. Units, 
or such similar temporasy duty.

Pensacola Flying Class Will

OSTPONEMENT of the next flying 

class of officers and enlisted men at 
Pensacola from Nov. 1 to Dec. 1 and a 
delay in the graduation of the present 
class scheduled for Nov. 30 has resulted 
from the damage done at the Naval Air 
Station by the hurricane of Sept. 20. 

Final estimates of the damage done 
the naval station has not yet been pre- 
pared and will await the report of Lt. 
Comdr. R. H. Gifford, Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, who is inspecting the station 
and will submit recommendations as to 
the nature and cost of reconstruction. 

Of the 230 planes at the station, 47 
have been destroyed as a result of the 
storm, 38 of them, all of the semi- 
obsolete, war-built type, were hopelessly 
wrecked and the others so badly damaged 
that they have since been burned. No 
figures have ben submitted as to the cost 
of reconditioning the other damaged 
planes. 

Eight Buildings Destroyed. 

The brief report filed with the depart- 
ment by Capt. R. W. McNeely, U. S. N., 
commandant of the station, lists eight 
buildings completely destroyed, runways 
on the east and southeast part -of the 
station rendered inaccessible; all paving, 
railway tracks and seventyfive- per cent 
of the fill at Piers 302, 303, and 178 
washed out; and minor damages to doors, 
windows, etc. The total area suffering 
serious damage amounts to about 25 per 
cent of the entire station. 

Modification of the four classes per 
year instead of two proposed system of 
training will be necessitated. It is 
planned to stagger the classes, dividing 
the ground and flight instruction periods 
so as to utilize fully the hours available 
for flying. On the average flying con- 
ditions are favorable 239 days out of the 
year. 

During the past five years 350 naval 
aviators have been trained at Pensacola. 
This represents a vastly larger total who 
have received training but did not qual- 
ify as pilots. For instance, of the 83 
who started training in the recent class, 
only 38 have qualified for further ad- 
vanced training.

A flight of the U. S. S. Los Angeles 
to the mooring mast of the Ford airport, 
Dearborn, Mich., is authorized by the 
Navy Department to be made beginning 
October 11, 1926, or as soon thereafter 
as practicable. The choice of routes, 
and decisions as to start, continuation 
or termination of flight, rest with the 
commanding officer. 

The purpose of this flight is for the 
training of officers and men, for testing 
commercial routes, and for testing the 
mooring mast at Dearborn, Mich. 

The commanding officer, at his discre- 
tion, is authorized at take his departure 
from either the Lakehurst air station or 
the U. S. S. Patoka at Newport, R. L, 
depending on weather conditions. 

ADMIRAL SCALES RETIRES. 

The resignation of Rear Admiral 
Archibald H. Scales, effective Oct. 5, 1926, 
has been accepted by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

The retirement of Admiral Scales, at 
his own request, cames after 40 years of 
service in the U. S. Navy, during which 
time he has held many important com- 
mands, and spent 22 years on active sea 
duty. He was born on the 14th of April, 
1868, and entered the Naval Service on 
the 19th of May, 1883, and is at present 
in command of the fourth Naval District 
and the Philadelphia Navy Yard, where 
he has been stationed since the 14th of 
September, 1923, 

















President to Present Schiff 
Trophy to Marine Corps Flier 


THE PRESIDENT will present the 

Herbert Schiff Memorial Trophy to 
Capt. Harold D. Campbell, U. S. Marine 
Corps, at noon on Saturday, October 16. 

Captain Campbell is the second naval 
aviator to receive the Schiff Memorial 
Trophy, which is awarded annually to 
the U. S. naval aviator who obtains the 
highest number of flying hours in the 
year without serious accident to person- 
nel or material. 

Captain Campbeil’s flying hours for 
the year totaled 839:40, not only a rec- 
ord for the Navy and Marine Corps, but 
also for the Army, and, according to the 
officials of the N. A. A., the record for 
the world. 

Organized Air Mail Service. 

During the period from July 1 to June 
20, 1926, in addition to his regular duties 
as instructor at the flying field in San 
Diego, Captain Campbell organized air 
mail service to and from Santa Barbara 
at the time of the earthquake, made a 
transcontinental flight from San Diego 
to Pensacola; made a cross-country flight 
to San Francisco Bay and had a forced 
landing under difficult circumstances 
with no damage or injuries; and received 
a letter of commendation from the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for making the high- 
est free machine gun score from a field 
of 460 contestants.

DYNAMITE IN ARMY PAY STUDY. 

GECRETARY of War Davis has appointed a distinguished committee to consider 

the findings of the General Staff on the questions of injustices in promotion and 
retired pay. A great mass of material is available, and just what recommendations 
will be based thereon, of course is not known. There will be various proposals 
considered, some which will tend to make promotion more equable and some which 
unless carefully examined would create further injustices. The committee is, of 
course, conscious of these possibilities, and any plan it advances will be scrutinized 
backwards and forwards in order to avert the development of conditions as in- 
jurious as those which now prevail. 

Whatever plan may be formulated, it is certain that it will be modified, at least, 
in the Congress. The House Military Committee, which is responsible for the study, 
proposes to hold exhaustive hearings, and to call as witnesses all classes of officers. 
The Senate Military Committee is displaying only a languid interest in the whole 
matter and is doubtful if any changes should be made. The chances are, there- 
fore, that no legislation whatsoever will be passed during the impending short 
session. But the discussion doubtless will pave the way for action in the next 
Congress, and for this reason it will be important not only to the Army but to its 
sister Service as well. 

There is one thing which we regard as of grave concern. That is any tinkering 
with retired pay. Congress during the last session confirmed its approval of the 
retired pay table by correcting injustices which had been done certain officers. We 
are confident the War Department will take the position that no changes should be 
made. Further, we are of the view that the present pay for active officers should 
be increased rather than diminished, and certainly the discrimination from which 
warrant officers are suffering should be eliminated. It is imperative in the interest 
of efficient national defense that the morale of the services should be upheld, and 
that is possible only through provision for proper and adequate living conditions. 
The cost of living is as serious for the Army and Navy as for civilians, and if 
painters and carpenters can demand and get from $10 to $17 per day surely men 
charged with the defense of the Nation are justified in expecting there will be no 
reduction in the wages of $3.75 per working day for a 2d lieutenant and $20 for a 
major general} now paid them by the richest Nation in the world.

UNITED STATES TO RETAIN PHILIPPINES. 

i NEWSPAPER reports are correct, Carmi Thompson, the President’s representa- 

tive, who has been investigating the Philippines, will recommend retention of 
American control over the entire Archipelago. Evidently, Mr. Thompson has gone 
into every aspect of the question—ethnological, agricultural, industrial, economic, 
commercial and political. The views attributed to him indicate a broad view of the 
relations of the United States and the Philippines and a realization of the growing 
importance of the Islands in the future of this country. 

In order to impress upon Mr. Thompson and the American people the dissatis- 
faction they feel with the present condition of tutelage, the Philippine Legislature 
has adopted a resolution insisting upon immediate and complete independence. That 
resolution, disapproved by Governor General Wood, will come to Washington for 
action by the President. Mr. Coolidge will not hand down his decision until he has 
had an opportunity to consider the report of Mr. Thompson. It is not difficult to 
forecast what the decision will be. The United States will not abandon the Filipino 
people. It will not be responsible for the chaos which would follow withdrawal and 
for which the world would hold us guilty. 

From the American point of view, this will be a wise decision. Control of the 
Philippines by Japan, the ultimate consequence of American relinquishment, would 
mean control by that government of every entrance to and exit from the Coast of 
China. From the Island of Sakhalin on the north to the coast of Borneo on the 
south, the Japanese would hold sway. It. would be with their consent only that the 
trade of the United States and other commercial nations with China would continue. 
The Pacific is the ocean of the future; American generations to come would hold this 
generation responsible for closing the only door still open to the United States, and 
minimizing the political and commercial influence of this country in the Far East. 





THE LEAGUE ANGLES IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
HY IS the League of Nations so insistent upon special recognition of South 
American republics? The answer is not far to seek. As the United States 
is clinging to its policy of isolation, the members of the League unquestionably are 
doing all in their power to make this policy effective. Therefore, they gave 
seats on the League’s council to Chile, Cuba and Colombia. 

The League realizes that the more South America is intertwined in the affairs of 
Europe, the less will be the influence of the United States. Every Government of 
the Old World understands the actual and potential importance of the markets of 
the southern continent. Every one of them likewise knows that the United States 
is doing everything it properly can to strengthen the ties of the nations of this 
hemisphere. We have a naval mission in Brazil, and we are arranging to supply 
officers and men of the Army to any country desiring aid in organizing their national 
defense. Recently the announcement was made of a Pan American flight by Army 
machines. Our Department of Commerce is promoting trade with the Southern 
peoples, and the Shipping Board is giving all the assistance it can to American lines 
plying between our Atlantic and Pacific Ports and those of the States below the 
equator. 

What will be the effect of the granting of non-permanent Council seats to the 
three States named? They will become in their own eyes powers of the world, and 
will be brought in closer touch with the members of the League. They will be 
shown that their interests contact with those of Europe rather than with those of 
the United States. The statesmen of the Old World are farseeing. They are build- 
ing not for today but for tomorrow. Have they in mind the ultimate break down of 
the Monroe doctrine, or a possible world isolation of this country? At least their 
tactics would seem to indicate a definite purpose and a definite goal

The Army and Navy Journal gives be- 
low the principal features of the new 
training directive just distributed: 

The training of all organizations of 
the National Guard during the training 
vear of 1927-28 will be confined to 
BASIC TRAINING, except where, by 
training tests, proficiency in such train- 
ing has been established to the satisfac- 
tion of higher authority, who may then 
authorize more advance training. 

Basic Training. 

3asic Training for troops includes all 
elements of the training of the soldier, 
squad, section, platoon and company, 
troop or battery, for the _ particular 
branch of the Service. 

Basic Training for higher commanders 
and staffs, includes all training prepara- 
tory to the conduct of combat exercises 
of the appropriate command. This 
Training comprehends that authorized 
for all battalion and higher commanders 
and their staffs. 

Training Program. 

A Program of Training will’ be pre- 
pared by each Commanding Officer for 
the units of his command. This program 
will include: 

(1) An announcement of the _  ob- 
jectives to be attained. (This should be 
stated clearly and separately for the 
Armory Period and Field Period.) 

(2) The dates of tests and training 
inspections during the Armory Period 
and the specific subjects in which tests 
will be conducted at each. These _in- 


spections, in the field period, will be co- 
incident with the training. 


A Schedule of Training will be pre- 
pared by all commanding officers for 


their immediate commands by each com- 
pany commander for his company and by 
each higher commander for his staff. 


These schedules will ordinarily be for 
periods ending with the inspection dates 
announced by higher authority for the 
particular unit.

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New Training Regulations for Regular Army and Components Issued

‘In conformity with the approved pro- 
grams by means of instructor person- 
nel detailed for duty with National 
Guard organizations. 

b. Emphasis will be placed upon basic 
training. The line of demarcation be- 
tween armory and field training must 
be closely drawn. 

c. Attention should be paid to the 
training of the staffs of National Guard 
divisions and brigades. There is no ob- 
jection to the attendance of brigade and 
division commanders and their staffs at 
camp with other troops nor to their 
performing their proper functions in 
connection with their appropriate com- 
mands. Their own tactical training is, 
however, the paramount consideration. 
A minimum period of three hours daily, 
excepting Saturdays and Sundays, should 
be devoted to theoretical and practical 


instruction of commanders and their 
staffs. 
4. The Organized Reserves. 
a. Corps Area Commanders will 


utilize only the two months of the suin- 
mer training camp season for Actual 
Command and Practical Combat Train- 
ing of Organized Reserve units in as- 
sociation with Regular Army units. Dur- 
ing other seasons of the year, Reserve 
Units will be trained in general unit 
camps held at stations or establishments 
of the Regular Army. Individual re- 
serve officers may be trained on active 
duty during periods other than the sum- 
mer training camp season by assign- 
ment to a Regular Army organization 
in which they will perform the duties 
of their grade as required in the cur- 
rent training schedule of the Regular 
Army organization. 

Active duty training will be basic. It 
will be conducted as to prepare re- 
serve officers for their organization 
duties on and to enable

mobilization 
them to acquire proficiency in conduct- 
ing basic instruction. 

b. In order to avoid ordering physi- 
cally unfit reserve personnel to active 
duty, Corps Area Commanders will make 
every effort to have the prescribed phys- 
ical examination, including those for Air 
Corps officers, completed prior to the 
commencement of the active duty period. 
For the purpose of conducting such phys- 
ical examinations, Corps Area Comman- 
ders may employ, on active duty, for not 
more than 15 days, personnel of the re- 
serve sections of the Medical Depart- 
ment. ~ 
5. The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

The Reserve Officers Training Corps 
camps will be conducted by officers and 
enlisted men on R. O. T. C. duty as- 
signed by the personnel of the Regular 
Army necessary to conduct the messes. 
The R. O. T. C. students should be organ- 
ized into tactical units of the appropri- 
ate arm based on war-strength tables 
of organization. They should be _in- 
structed as far as practicable by the 
officers assigned to command these units 
without the interposition of staffs of spe- 
cialist instructors. Specialists should 
be used only for instruction in subjects 
which do not form a part of the basic 
or tactical training of the organization. 
6. The Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
of 


a. A program in amplification 
Corps Area C. M. T. C. programs will 
be submitted by training-camp com- 
manders to Corps Area Commanders 
for approval. A copy of the detailed

The Preparation of Training Camps. 

a. Corps Area preliminary plans for 
the conduct of training during 127 will 
be prepared for approximately the same 
number of trainees as in 1926. 

b. Chiefs of Branches will be _ in- 
formed about March 1, 1927, of the 
number of reserve officers under their 
jurisdiction who may be ordered to 
active duty during the Fiscal Year 1928. 

ec. Of the total number of reserve of- 
ficers on active duty training not to ex- 
ceed 25 per cent may be non-combatant 
officers. Greater effort should be made 


to secure the attendance at camp of a 
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larger proportion of junior reserve of- 
ficers. The number of reserve officers to 
be utilized as instructors at C. M. T. 
Camps will be less than in 1926. Corps 
Area Commanders will be notified at a 
later date of the exact number to be 
allotted them. Corps Area Commanders 
will be authorized to obligate during the 
first quarter, fiscal year 1928, their total 
allotment of funds for training the Or- 
ganized Reserves, so as to enable them 
to train during that quarter approxi- 
mately 85 per cent of their quota. 

d. Economy in training must be secured 
ty decentralization of training camps. 
Trainees will normally be sent to the 
camp nearest to their residences so as 
to reduce the costs of mileage and trans- 
portation. 

e. Funds for the preparation and main- 
tenance of concurrent training camps 
have been allotted for fiscal year 1927. 
Instructions for the preparation of esti- 
mates for funds for the preparation, 
maintenance and operation of concurrent 
training camps for fiscal year 1928 will 
be forwarded to Corps Area Commanders 
about December 1, 1926. The estimates 
will be submitted to the War Department 
on March 1, 1927 

f. Corps Area report of proposed 
training camps with copies of training 
plans and numbers to be trained will be 
forwarded for the information of the 
War Department not later than April 
1, 1927. 

g. When it is necessary or to the inter- 
est of economy for trainee personnel to 
attend camps outside of the corps area 
of origin, all costs, based on man-day 
charges, for preparation, operation and 
maintenance of concurrent camps, will 
be estimated for by the corps area in 
which such training is to be conducted. 
Arrangements for this training should 
be agreed upon between corps area con- 
cerned prior to the submittal of their 
estimates. All expenses incident to this 
training will be borne by the corps area 
estimating therefor. 

h. The final allotment of funds 
be made so as to avoid as far as 
sible a transfer of training funds be- 
tween corps areas. However, where it 
becomes necessary to meet unforeseen 
situations and to increase or decrease 
the attendance estimated for and where 
such changes have been approved by the 
War Department, notifications of the 
numbers to be trained, transfers of funds 
for payment of expenditures, etc., will 
be arranged for by direct communication 
between Corps Area Commanders con- 
cerned.

TRAINING FOR 1927. 
Notes on Training for the Training Year

1926 were issued in G. O. No. 9, War De- 
partment, 1926. Based on the observations 


of the manner in which the provisions of 

G. O. No. 9 were carried out, this General 

Order is issued and will govern the con- 

duct of training for the Training Year 1927. 
The Training Objective. 

Under the National Defense Act, the 
tivities of the Regular Army have become 
quite varied. Its duties have been in- 
creased, but by careful planning for the 
year 1926, its requirements for the train- 
ing and development of the other com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States 
have been successfully met. The progress 
made by these components has been excel- 
lent. And while the Regular Army has 
gained materially by conducting this train- 
ing, there have nevertheless been some fea- 
tures detrimental to its own training. The 
duties pertaining to administration and in- 
terior economy have increased to such an 
extent as to encroach seriously upon the 
time pteviously devoted to training. The 
basic self training of the Regular Army 
has suffered thereby. 

For 1917, the first objective will be the 
development of companies, troops and bat- 
teries to the standard of disciplinary and 
basic (tactical) training worthy of being 
considered the model for the Army of the 
United States. Command and tactical train- 
ing of higher units will be conducted con- 
currently without the use of troops, except 
communications and intelligence personnel, 
until the company units have attained the 
required standard of disciplinary and basic 
tactical training. This period may vary 
from one month to the entire year depend- 
ing upon the present state of training of 
the various units. 

Administration and Training.

Frequently more men are turned out on 
all day fatigue details than are necessary 
to accomplish the required tasks. 

The tendency toward specialization has 
resulted in unnecessarily heavy post, regi- 
mental and company special duty lists of 
men excused from drill. 

The term “intensive training” is used but 
in the vast majority of instances the per- 
sonnel turned out for actual training is so 
limited that little training of real value is 
accomplished. The small turnout dissi- 
pates the efforts of the instructors and 
drill masters, since the instruction must in 
many cases be repeated to train the ab- 
sentees. If a normal rate of progression of 
training is attempted the commanding offi- 
cer of the unit must content himself with 
an organization trained only in spots. 

A balance between administrative and 
training requirements for each post or sta- 
tion must be found. This is possible if the 
same thought will be given to planning to 
meet administrative requirements, as is 
now given to meet training requirements. 

On days when major work requiring a 
large amount of troop labor is necessary, 
training will be suspended for all person- 
nel except recruits. Personnel not re- 
quired on the major work will be utilized 
to complete any unfinished administrative 
requirements. When the training load is 
at its peak, during a summer training camp 
season, or during training preparatory 
therefor, or the period in preparation for 
the annual tactical insnection, labor requir- 
ing larre numbers of men must not be 
undertaken. During normal garrison condi- 
tions the mornings will be devoted to train- 
ing and the afternoons to duties incident 
to military housekeeping. During the 
mornings devoted to training. special duty 
and fatigue will be limited to that abso- 
lutely essential to the preservation of gov- 
ernment property. Special duty required 
in connection with supvly and administra- 
tive functions will be limited to the after- 
noons. 

The Training System. 

Training must be conducted 
theoretical and along more practical lines. 

Many of the training programs issued to 
troops are bulkv documents full of refer- 
ences and detailed instructions. The re- 
quirements must be simply but definitely 
stated. These programs must consider not 
only the time available for training and 
the reasonable progress to be expected, but 
also the time reonired for administrative 
duties—fatigue. labor requirements, leaves 
ef absence and the necessary supervision. 
The programs and schedules must make al- 


on less 


lowance for the time necessary to attain 
that smartness in appearance of the men, 
animals and transportation that has al- 


ways been reanired. In vlanning for labor 
requirements first censideration should be 
given to labor pertaining to the comfort of 
troops. 

Insvectiors. 

Training inspections will be informal 
their nature and will be conducted as 
not to interfere with current training of 
the troops. Unless snecifically authorized 
hv higher authority, formal tactical insnec- 
tions will not be conducted by commanders 
below brigade rank. Tactical inspections 
should not be conducted as a check inspec- 
tion of equipment. They should be planned 
to develop and test the tactical trainine of 
the command and its readiness for field 
service.

Troop Schools. 

Troop schools are the instrument of the 
commanding officer for the training of his 
own personnel to meet the requirements of 
the training program. Except to train in- 
structors or to train specialists whose par- 
ticular duties do not apply to the usual 
routine of company training, such schools 
will not be conducted by higher echelons. 
Cooks, horseshoers, and specialists of a 
similar nature may be profitably trained in 


post schools. Automatic riflemen, machine 
riflemen, and machine gunners, whose work 
is of a purely tactical nature, should be 
trained in company units under qualified 
instructors, who, in turn, may have been 
trained in the troop schools of higher 
echelons. 
Control of Training. 
Decentralization of training does not

results obtained. As a lieutenant, a young 
officer has his first assignment to command 
and responsibility. He should at this time 
begin the training that will in the future 
prepare him to command the higher eche- 
lons to which he may later be promoted. 
As far as practicable, lieutenants should 
be assigned to company units. 

Except as otherwise prescribed in regula- 
tions, each lieutenant asigned to a com- 
pany, troop or battery unit, will be given 
an assignment to a clearly defined duty of 
a permanent nature pertaining to the daily 
command, training or administration activ- 
ities of his’ organization. He will be held 
to a strict responsibility for the perform- 
ance of this duty. 

Organization of Training. 

Too much overhead, both commissioned 

and enlisted, is being used in headquarters 


organization. This is, in most part, due to 
the tendency toward specialization. Spe- 
cialization may have been necessary during 


the World War. It is not necessary for 
peacetime organization. Many posts and 
camp headquarters staffs are organized on 
specialist lines, with personnel sufficient to 
undertake immediate mobilization duties at 
full war strength. The present tables of 
organization are sufficient for the conduct 
of the administration and training of the 
units for which they are designed. In 
most regimental posts, the officers of staff 
corps and departments, together with the 
staff officers of the regiment, are adequate 
for the execution of all supply and admin- 
istrative duties of the post without special 
duty details from other officers of the regi- 
ment. In the organization of training camp

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ters, without augmentation, should be able 
to carry the load.

Increase in Army and 
Navy Funds Forecast

appropriation. There are other factors 
too that make an increase over current 
appropriations necessary. Since the war 
there have been surplus stocks available 
that have reduced the annual approprias 
tions by millions of dollars. Not only 
are these exhausted but this year re- 
serve funds have been drawn on which 
must be replaced. Subsistence allowance 
for the enlisted men is over 35 cents per 
day per man instead of 33 cents as sub- 
mitted in the estimates last year. In- 
cidentally, it is pointed out, that at the 
time these estimates were prepared the 
Army was not permitted to fix the per 
diem cost on the then existing cost basis 
but the estimate was predicated on a 
theoretical downward curve in the cost 
of living prepared by governmental ex- 
perts. The reduction, it is claimed, has 
not materialized. This, it is figured, has 
been. responsible for possibly a million 
dollars of the impending deficiency that 
forced the reduction in the enlisted 
strength, the only flexible factor. 

No Reduction Plan Adopted. 

Much speculation exists throughout 
the War Department as to how the re- 
duction of the enlisted personnel is to be 
absorbed. Predicated on the theory that 
the reduction is merely temporary and 
that provision will be made in the esti- 
mates for next year to go back to the 
recognized strength, it has been decided 
to let the reduction take its natural 
course. For instance losses in enlisted 
personnel must be absorbed by the va- 
rious units as they occur. No plans exist 
at present for removal of any of the 
skeletonized regiments, like the 13th In- 
fantry at Boston or the 2nd at Chicago, 
from the active list, or for a systematized 
proportionate reduction in existing units, 
the two proposals to be given serious 
consideration should a permanent reduc- 
tion become necessary. 

Navy officials have taken fresh heart 
over the pronouncement from the White 
House that there is to be no “reduction” 
in the Army and Navy. With the limit- 
ing figure of approximately $315,000,000 
confronting them, they have worked out 
a plan of reduction for operation with 
an enlisted personnel of 82,500 men in- 
stead of the 86,000 necessary to man the 
existing fleet and provide crews for the 
Lexington and Saratoga. As this pro- 
vided for decommissioning of one of the 
old battleships, a cruiser and several 
destroyers, in addition to further re- 
ducing the complements aboard ship, it 
is believed that a sufficient increase 
will be granted to prevent these reduc- 
tions which would not be in conformity 
with the administration program.

3 
originated upon the dusty plains of India, 
but the skill of accurate shooting with 
the rifle was developed in the plain and 
homely environment of the American 
frontier by our pioneer forefathers. It 
was such dire need that produced the 
superior weapon and the superior marks- 
man in the days when the rifle ranked 
ahead of the axe as a utility implement 
of the American household. 

There have been many changes in the 
conditions of our people since then, and 
one of the most marked is the relegation 
of the rifle from its honored place over 
the fireside to the dusty corner of the 
attic. 

As I see it, the object of national and 
international shooting contests is to sub- 
stitute the stimulant of competition for 
the necessity that once obtained but no 
longer exists, of being a nation of 
marksmen and thus regain the ground 
that has been lost since the days of Dan- 
iel Boone. That such contests are ex- 
cellent mediums for the purpose is dem- 
onstrated by the marked revival of in- 
terest in shooting that has resulted in 
the comparatively few years since th¢

The Army now has 10 of these big ships 
and hopes to have more within a short 
to furnish regular air-transport service 
time so that they may be in a position 
for all branches of the service.

Aviation Notes 


FUGHT LIEUTENANT W. S. BULL- 

MAN, one of Great Britain’s best 
known test pilots, will shortly attempt 
to break all existing altitude records 
with an all-metal “mystery” ship 
equipped with a new type of super- 
charger. 

Experiments with the new plane and 
altitude equipment have been carried on 
for some months and tests with the new 
super-charger indicate that it should be 
able to function at nearly full power up 
to 50,000 feet. 


An aerial tramway will be built be- 
tween Puerto Cruz, Orotava and Santa 
Cruz, Teneriffe, according to reports 
from Consul Raleigh A. Gibson, Tene- 
riffe, Canary Islands, made public by the 
Department of Commerce. 


The French Government has ordered 
all commercial planes of that country 
equipped with either wireless telephones 
or telegraph in a recent decree, accord- 
ing to a report from Consul Raymond 
Davis, at Paris, made public by the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The apparatus with which each plane 
is equipped must be operated by a mem- 
ber of the crew other than the pilot 
and only by one who has a special 
license. 


The State of Virginia is stepping to 
the fore in matters of commercial and 
private aviation. At a recent meeting of 
the State Chamber of Commerce resolu- 
tions were adopted calling on the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly to pass such 
legislation as may be necessary to au- 
thorize the cities, towns and counties of 
the State to acquire by purchase or 
otherwise, suitable property to be de- 
veloped, maintained and used as aerial 
landing fields and for the establishment 
of airports. 

“It is the sense of the board of direc- 
tors of the Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce that the provision of adequate 
air transportation facilities, in keeping 
with commercial aviation development 
abroad,-is necessary for proper Ameri- 
can economic advancement and national 
defense,” the board stated. 

At a meeting of the Society for Scien- 
tific Aeronautics held recently in Berlin, 
Dr. Rumpler, one of the oldest and most 
successful of Germany’s airplane manu- 
facturers, stated that he was planning 
to build the world’s largest planes capa- 
ble of long distance flights, and that, ow- 
ing to a new theory of construction and 
weight distribution he had evolved, there 
will be practically unlimited width of 
span. 

The Doctor claims that his plane will be 
able to fly from Berlin to Rio de Janeiro 
in about 80 hours, allowing for stops, or 
3% days, whereas the steamships take 
about three weeks for the same journey; 
and that the ship could make a flight 
from Hamburg to New York in 36 hours 
including a five-hour stop-over at the 
Azore Islands. 

The new ship is to have 10,000-horse- 
power derived from 10 motors of 1,000- 
horsepower each, will carry 136 passen- 
gers, 6,000 kilos of freight, 37,000 kilos 
of fuel and will have a speed of 270 kilo- 


meters per hour. 


The Navy Department has been in- 
formed by the Italian Embassy of the 
time of the departure of the Italian team 
which will compete for the Schneider Cup 
Race. 

Maj. Guglielmetti, Engineer Corps, 
Italian Air Force, with Muzio Macchi 
(son of the manufacturer of the Macchi 
planes), sailed on Otober 5 on the Italian 
S. S. Duilio for the United States. 

On October 12 the S. S. Conte Russo 
will bring Engineer Castoldi of the 
Macchi Co. (Designer); Engineer Ferreti 
of Fiat Motor Co.; four pilots, ten riggers 
from the Macchi Co. and motorists from 
the Fiat Co., with the three planes which 
the Italian team will use in the race. 

The start of the race will be from the 
extreme northeast corner of the timber 
bulkhead, Naval Air Station Operating 
Base, Hampton Roads, Va. Planes will 
pass over main wharf at Fortress Mon- 
roe. . 


Commerce Dept. Holds Series 
Of Air Regulation Meetings 


HE Department of Commerce is hold- 

ing a series of conferences for the 
discussion of the regulations for com- 
mercial aircraft to be enforced by the 
Air Commerce Act of 1926, and to secure 
suggestions concerning these regulations 
from those most vitally affected by them; 
namely, the Manufacturers, Designers 
and Operators of airplanes. 

The first of these conferences was held 
Oct. 4 in Washington and was attended 
largely by representatives of manufac- 
turers and designers. 

Each paragraph of the proposed draft 
of air regulations, compiled recently by 
the Depariment of Commerce, was con- 
sidered separately during the meeting 
and those present were afforded an op- 
portunity to criticize the provisions of 
the draft and to offer suggestions con- 
cerning their revision as well as to dis- 
cuss additional regulations. Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for Aeronautics 
Wm. P. MacCracken and Mr. Ira L. 
Grimshaw of the Solicitors Office, De- 
partment of Commerce, were present. 

The second conference was held Oct. 
6, and was attended principally by man- 
ufacturers of aircraft engines and the 
third was held Oct. 8. The fourth con- 
ference will be held on Oct. 11, which 
representatives of air-mail contractors 
and air-way operators will attend. 

Further Meetings Announced. 

In addition to these conferences the 
Department of Commerce has announced 
that further meetings will be held on 
October 13, 18 and 22. That of the 13th 
will be for representatives of air-service 
companies conducting special flights and 
sight-seeing tours and those of the 18th 
and 22nd will be for the insurance in- 
terests and publishers respectively.

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New Army Training I Regulations Issued |

form in each company a war-strength com- 
pany cadre of officers, war-strength com- 
pany headquarters, including mess and sup- 
ply personnel, together with selected per- 
sonnel for use as instructors. The remain- 
ing personnel of each company will be at- 
tached to one of the remaining battalions 
of the regiment, so as to bring this bat- 
talion up to strength for demonstration 
purposes for the duration of camp. The 
demonstration battalion will be available 
for training the Organized Reserves or for 
self training. 

(3) Minimum cadre system. A carefully 
selected cadre consisting of the minimum 
administrative overhead, the necessary 
mess, supply and training personnel, both 
officers and enlisted men, will be given the 
mission of conducting training for the civil- 
ian trainees in war strength organizations. 
This system will be found most economical, 
both in personnel and in transportation 
funds when training is to. be conducted at 
places other than the stations of Regular 
Army troops. In addition, it is the only 
practical system where training camps are 
held at Regular Army posts garrisoned by 
small numbers of Regular Army troops. 

These systems of organization for train- 
ing will free large numbers of Regular 
troops for the further development of their 
own training during the summer months. 
They aim to secure a result which, from 
all points of view, will be proportionate to 
the means employed 

Disciplinary Training. 

Disciplinary training is vital both to the 
organization and to the individual soldier. 
Advantage should be taken of all occasicens 
when enlisted men are in ranks, for dis- 
ciplinary training. Particular attention 
should be devoted to developing correct 
posture 

Every opportunity must be taken to de- 
velop drill mastership. The full benefit is 
not being received from the time spent in 
drill Commanding officers must see that 
drills are periods of accurate instruction, 
not mere periods for giving commands. 
They must train their junior officers and 
noncommissioned officers to the necessity 
for keeping at all times in such positions 
that they can see the manner of execution 
of every command by the personnel under 
them, to be familiar with the specifications 
of the drill regulations, and to exact uni- 
form and accurate execution for every com- 
mand. Mistakes or inaccuracies must be 
corrected immediately. 

It should be the pride of every regi- 
mental officer that he possess an intimate 
and detailed knowledge of the drill regula- 
tions of his arm of the service. Without 
which knowledge he is unfitted to command 
the unit appropriate to his grade. Com- 
manders of all grades will ‘azist that their 
subordinates are thoroughly proficient in 
the training regulations, and will take the 
necessary steps to insure such proficiency. 

Training of the Individual. 

Recruit Training. Recruits will be 
trained in regimental recruit detachments, 
except at posts garrisoned only by a sub- 
ordinate organization of a regiment. When 
recruit instruction for any individual has 
been undertaken, it will be carried to the 
point where the recruit will be enabled to 
participate in the current training of his 
company without retarding. its progress. 
Training in the individual specialties which 
pertain solely to the tactical work of the 
unit to which the recruit belongs, such as 
rifle, automatic rifle and machine gun 
marksmanship, scouting, etc., should nor- 
mally be conducted by the organization 
commander. Such training requires in- 
dividual instruction, esprit of organization 
and the direct influence of the interested 
organization commander. 

Recruits assigned to recruit detachments 
will not be detailed for fatigue or labor, 
except that incident to their training. 

Development of instructors. In peace 
and in war, the duties of the Regular Army 
are such that each and every individual 
officer and enlisted man must be a think- 
ing man of action. He must have initia- 
tive, self confidence, and military knowl- 
edge. To obtain these he must be trained 
not only in the performance of the various 
duties of a soldier, but in the ability to 
instruct enlisted men and civil trainees in 
some of the duties pertaining to his grade, 
and also to command an appropriate tacti- 
cal unit, such as a squad, section or pla- 
toon. 

Tactical training. Command post and 
communication problems have produced ex- 
cellent results. They should be continued. 
When organizations have qualified in their 
basic training as specified in Paragraph 1, 
tactical exercises of units larger than a 
company may be conducted. 

Combined training. When tactical exer- 
cises are taken up after the completion of 
the basic training specified, the use of the 
supporting arms will be emphasized. Plans 
should foresee not only the utilization of 
the full power of the auxiliary weapons. of 
the basic arm, but the employment of all 
available supporting arms. Full advantage 
should be taken of such opportunities for 
combined training as present themselves. 
Whenever Air Corps units are available, 
their combined training with ground troops 
should be stressed. Concealment from air 
observation, together with the execution of 
all defensive measures by ground troops 
against low-flying aviation, will be insisted 
upon. Whenever practicable combat intel- 
ligence training will be conducted during 





command post problems as well as during 
tactical exercises. 

Practice Marches. Regular Army or- 
ganizations will conduct practice marches, 
when posible including over night biv- 
auacs, during the 1927 training season. No 
additional funds can be provided for the 
hire of camp sites, but local commanding 
officers should use their ingenuity in ar- 
ranging for these practice marches. 

The National Guard. 

Notes on Training for the National Guard 
will be issued by the Chief, Militia Bureau. 
The Organized Reserves. 

In many camps it appears that inactive 
duty training has not been planned so as 
to fi: inte active duty training. All Or- 
ganized Reserve units that are to go to 
camp as units will be notified sufficiently 
early that either their unit training or the 
training of their individuals may be con- 
ducted so as to prepare them for their 
period of active duty training. 

The associate method of training will be 
used for summer training camps only. 
When training is conducted in other pe- 
riods of the year, unit camps must be re- 
sorted to or Reserve officers must be at- 
tached as individuals to units of the Regu- 
lar Army in their proper grade to perform 
the appropriate duties of their rank and in 
accordance with the administrative and 
training activities of the Regular Army 
unit to which attached. Theoretical in- 
struction may be given during the after- 
nodns by Regular Army personnel on duty 
with the Organized Reserves. No more 
Reserve officers will be attached to Regular 
units at any time than ean conveniently 
and profitably be absorbed, nor will the 
Regular unit training be in any way dis- 
rupted by their presence. 

The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

Camp organization will be based on the 
war strength tables of organization. In- 
struction will, as far as practicable, be 
given by the organizetional officers. -Spe- 
cialist instructors will be detailed only for 
instruction in subjects which are true spe- 
cialties and do not form a part of the basic 
training of the organization. The princi- 
ples and methods followed in the training 
of tactical units will be applied to the pro- 
visional units into which the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps is organized for sum- 
mer training, due opportunity being given 
to the students for the exercise of com- 
mand. Training will be practical; lecture 
methods will be resorted to only to the ex- 
tent necessary to a clearer understanding 
of the practical work in progress. 

Command and leadership training will be 
made practical and be given in the unit 
organization. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 

The goal of the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps is not exclusively military train- 
ing. In the attempt to make these camps 
strictly military, training requirements ap 
pear heavy and the camps are not made 
sufficiently attractive to the candidates. An 
effort must be made to obtain better results 
in recreation and physical development, in 
discipline, in citizenship, and in the ele- 
ments of leadership. 

Programs and schedules must be flexible, 
subject to modification by the camp com- 
manders as local conditions may indicate. 

Greater responsibility will be placed upon 
the Red, White and Blue candidates. The 
Blues and Whites must be used as acting 
officers and noncommissioned officers. Any 
vacancies in the noncommissioned officers, 
after the Blues and Whites are assigned, 
should be met by utilizing the Red candi- 
dates who should be placed on a roster for 
such duty. Instruction in leadership will, 
in the greater measure, be in the applica- 
tion of leadership in the daily drill. The 
utilization of the afternoon for leadership 
training for the advanced candidates should 
be limited to that necessary to prepare 
them for the drill of the succeeding day. 
Schedules must be planned so as to give 
the advanced candidates some time off in 
the afternoon for athletics and recreation. 

Physical Development. 

Commanding officers must see that work 
given on the athletic field is not perfunc- 
tory. In addition to mass calisthenics 
which combine physical development and 
disciplinary training, group games and the 
ordinary games carried on in civil life 
should be conducted under instructors that 
can obtain interest and can get the candi- 
dates to enter into the spirit of the games.

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FINANCIAL DIGEST 
By a Market Expert. 

HILE evidence of the continuance of 

nation-wide prosperity accumulates, 
the agricultural situation is causing con- 
cern to financiers. Bankers agree there 
is a healthy condition of business and 
industry. In its usual thorough and 
sane exposition of the situation, the Na- 
tional City Bank in its October report 
sums up as follows: 

“The condition of industry has con- 
tinued favorable during the past month, 
and the feeling is one of confidence in 
the outlook for the balance of the year. 
Production remains substantially above 
normal with no indications of undue ac- 
cumulations of inventories. 

“The maintenance of distribution at 
high levels is shown by the volume of 
bank checks drawn and cashed through- 
out the country, which was 4 per cent 
greater in the first three weeks of Sep- 
tember than in the corresponding period 
a year ago; by the very favorable re- 
ports of sales by department and chain 
stores and mail-order houses, and by the 
establishment of new high records in 
the volume of freight carried by rail- 
roads. 

“Accompanying continued evidence of 
prosperity in industrial regions, develop- 
ments in agriculture have been such as 
to temper optimistic forecasts with some 
restraint. The precipitate fall of cot- 
ton prices to levels approximately nine 
cents below a year ago has naturally 
affected the buying power of the large 
section of the population devoted to cot- 
ton production, and wet weather and 
frosts have combined to damage western 
farm crops. The small grains in shock 
have suffered in grade and market value, 
but frost damage is not as serious as 
first estimated. 

“Despite the maintenance of active 
business, wholesale prices showed a fur- 
there decline of 1 per cent in August. 
Happily, the gradual character of the 
general price decline, together with the 
current tendency on the part of busi- 
ness men to maintain inventories at a 
minimum, has thus far prevented busi- 
ness from being visibly retarded. It is 
obvious, however, that the continued con- 
centration of price declines on the prod- 
ucts of the farm is bringing about a dis- 
turbance of the price equilibrium, which, 
if persisted in can not fail to react un- 
favorably on the general situation.” 





UNVEIL COL. SHANNON MEMORIAL 

A monument to the memory of Col. 
James A. Shannon was unveiled recently 
at Boalsburg, Pa., under the direction of 
the Board of Governors of the 28th Di- 
vision Officers’ Club. Maj. Gen. W. H. 
Hay, U. S. A., Ret., who commanded the 
28th Division, conducted the exercises. 
Maj. Gens. C. H. Muir, U. S. A., Ret., and 
Hanson E. Ely, U. S. A., were the prin- 
cipal speakers. Both paid high tribute 
to the late Colonel Shannon. Colonel 
Smather, present commander of the 112th 
Infantry, accepted the monument in the 
name of the regiment. 

The monument consists of a central 
shaft with wing walls on each side. 
There is a niche in the central shaft into 
which was fitted a tablet of Vermont 
marble inscribed as follows: “To the 
memory of Colonel James A. Shannon, 
112th Infantry, kiled in action in the Ar- 
gonne, October 7, 1918.” In the wing 
walls on each side of the central shaft 
are six niches, three on each side, in- 
tended to receive tablets to the memory 
of other officers of the 112th Infantry 
who were killed in action and these will 
be filled by tablets from time to time as 
the various companies have the funds 
available for the purpose.

tain and commanders whose running mates 


or juniors thereto are captains, the 11 of- 
ficers whose running mates are not cap- 
tains but rear admirais, can not be in- 


cluded in the number of medical officers upon 
which the 91 per cent shall be based. It 
results that item (a) must de disregarded 
in ascertaining the number of medical of- 
ficers to which the 91 per cent shall be ap- 


plied. This leaves items (b) and (c), a 
total of 75, upon which the 91 per cent 
must be based. Taking 91 per cent of 75 
we get 68 as the total authorized number 
of medical officers in the rank of captain, 
which number the law says shall be ex- 


clusive of additional numbers, but does not 
say shall be exclusive of any other officers 
When the computations were made, there 
were already 33 medical officers in the rank 
of captain, being the total number of items 
(a) and (b) as set forth above. Thus, the 
advancement of medical officers to the 
rank of captain would make the total num- 
ber of officers in that rank, exclusive of 
additional numbers, 68, and 35 is the num- 
ber which the Secretary of the Navy fur- 
nished the board as the maximum number 
which it was authorized to recommend for 
advancement to the rank of captain in the 
Medical Corps. 

The same procedure as that detailed above 
was followed by the Secretary of the Navy 
computing the number of officers author- 
ized by law to be advanced to the rank of 
commander in the Medical Corps, and to 
the ranks of captain and commander in the 
other staff corps. 

The aforesaid circular, referring to the 
Medical Corps, asserts that “the board was 
allowed to select only 35 instead of 46 and 
thus 11 who should have been selected were 
not.” Apparently, the author of that cir- 
cular makes his computations exactly as did 
the Secretary of the Navy, but adds to the 
result the 11 medical officers with the rank 
of captains whose running mates are rear 
admirals. He does not state in his circular 
what authority exists for doing so and, 
as these 11 officers are not additional num- 
bers in their rank, it is impossible to find 
any provision in Section 15 or any other 
section of the Equalization Act which 
authorizes such addition. 

The author of the circular, in order to 
arrive at the result which he did, must 
have read into the statute, as enacted by Con- 
gress, the words “and exclusive of staff of- 
ficers whose running mates are not rear ad- 
mirals.” There is no room for differences 
of opinion under the law as Congress en- 
acted it; and the Secretary of the Navy 
has no authority, and could not under the 
Constitution be given authority, to write 
into a statute any provision which Congress 
did not see fit to incorporate therein how- 
ever desirable such a provision might be 
regarded by interested parties. It is the 
function of Congress to make laws. It is 
the function of the executive to carry 
such laws into effect as made; this the 
Secretary of the Navy has done. 

The Secretary of the Navy entertains no 
doubt that the construction placed by him 
upon Section 15 of the Equalization Act is 
correct. The Attorney General has not been 
consulted with reference thereto as stated 
in the circular.

MaeNider Tells Army Plans 


For Industrial Preparedness 





HE importance of planning for fu- 
ture emergencies requiring the use 
of Industries and the projects the War 
Department is working on to be pre- 
pared were outlined by Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Hanford MacNider at New 
York City, Oct. 7, in an address to the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 
The Assistant Secretary particularly 
stressed the “educational project” of en- 
listing undergraduates and paying for 
their last year in college in return for 
nine months’ service in the Army re- 
ceiving training in the Service’s indus- 
trial problems. 

He said: 

“Two new developments in this work 
will give an insight into our progress. 
If our great superstructures of supply 
plans are to stand up under the punish- 
ment of a sudden war load, the founda- 


tions must be not only strong but they 
must be absolutely sound. This last 
year we have constituted what we call 
the “War Department Business Coun- 
cil” whose business it is to constantly 
examine and improve all our policies and 
methods of current procurement for the 
military establishment. The peace-time 
system must be capable of an immediate 
and hundredfold expansion. 

“The second new project is entirely an 
asset for the future. It has been evolved 
to furnish personnel who may be taught 
the bitter lessons of the last great con- 
flict, while the men who experienced 
them are still available to hand on their 
hard-won experience. It is an educa- 
tional project which we believe justifies 
itself in two distinct directions. 

To Form Munitions Battalion: 

“This coming spring—thanks to a 
modification in the law given us by the 
present Congress—we shall enlist into 
the regular establishment four hundred 
undergraduates, chosen by college au- 
thorities to meet certain. definite 
standards. 

“They will be enlisted at the end of 
their junior year, and promptly incor- 
porated into a self-contained unit which 
for lack of a permanent designation we 
may now call “The Munitions Battalion.” 
Their station will be in the vicinity of 
Washington and next summer when as- 
semrbled they will be given an intensive 
course in soldiering that will last until 
their schools reopen in the fall. No one 
will warm their bottles for them, make 
their bunks, march their tour of guard,’ 
nor wait upon them—they will be 
soldier-men in every sense of the word— 
although their instruction will resemble 
the pre-war Plattsburg, rather than that 
of the average recruit station. The sum- 
mer ends. They are assigned back to 
their colleges to finish their last year 
and take their degrees—with tuition and 
the regular allowance of enlisted men, 
but free from military duty throughout 
the school year. They have already 





given the Army three months, and they 
have received nine months in school. 
Therefore, they owe the Army six to 
balance the obligation. After gradua- 
tion the battalion forms again. 

“During this second tour with the 
colors they will add to their soldiering 
three or four hours a day studying the 
basic procurement problems of the 
Army. Their instructors will be selected 
graduates of the Army Industrial Col- 
lege and of the Harvard School of 
Business Administration. The technical 
instruction will be wnimportant perhaps 
but if we can make these lads think 
straight along these lines, we shall have 
accomplished our mission. Christmas 
comes and with it the completion of 
their enlistment. They will go forth to 
take their places in industry of the na- 
tion. If we have picked our men cor- 
rectly they will progress along their 
chosen lines. At the end of ten years 
we will have four thousand young vet- 
erans of the Munitions Battalions, the 
older ones well advanced as executives 
in their particular industrial pursuits. 
They. will be available to’serve as under- 
studies to our various district chiefs in 
the present Industrial Preparedness 
structure. If we do our job thoroughly, 
they will not forget the Army’s prob- 
lems as they meet and solve their own. 

Will Serve As Replacements. 

“They will serve as replacements as 
our generation. moves on. They will 
have been soldiers. They will have ab- 
sorbed the lessons of the last emergency. 
They will be competent, and we believe 
willing. They will be numerous enough 
to man the key positions of the indus- 
trial effort necessary for any great 
emergency. 

“This opportunity will appeal particu- 
larly to the lads who are working their 
way through school, who otherwise 
would be unable to qualify for their de- 
grees. This type is invariably worth- 
while.

They have the opportu- 
nity to return the investment many- 
fold. The project adds no cost to our 
present establishment. These men will 
serve throughout at little or no increase 
over what we expend for the service of 
any enlisted man. Yet there is every 
reason to believe that we will end up 
with a man tremendously more valuable 
—a potential officer, alive to our prob- 
lems, an important addition to the Na- 
tional Defense. 

“This young scholar-soldier-industrial- 
ist must be assured of employment when 
his enlistment expires. We believe that 
industry will want his type, his experi- 
ence and his background. We believe 
that he will be an asset to any industry.
